7, 1997, now U.S. Pat. No. 5,863,137 ("the '284 application") (see 
Attachment A), and properly claimed priority to the 784 application. The 
748 patent, however, erroneously failed to claim priority to the '284 
application. Instead, the 748 patent only claimed priority to the *691 
application, and the '691 application, in turn, claimed priority to the '284 
application. The ! 691 application was copending with the '284 application. 

Under MPEP § 1402, Applicants' failure to make reference to or 
incorrect reference to prior copending applications is grounds for filing a 
reissue application. Thus, Applicants 1 failure in the 748 patent to make 
reference to or correctly reference the '284 application is a proper basis for 
filing a reissue application.
